Proposition: Every Christian can see the proper place of God's blessings 
in their life by tracing the blessings revealed to Ruth and Naomi in our 
text.

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1) Psalms 68:19 "Blessed be the Lord, who daily loadeth us with 
benefits..." We are a blessed people. But every blessing has a 
purpose, a reason and I believer that we can see the proper role 
of blessings in our life in this passage of scripture. Every 
Christian can see the proper place of God's blessings in their life 
by tracing the blessings revealed to Ruth and Naomi in our text. 


2) Psalms 37:25 I have been young, and now am old; yet have I not 
seen the righteous forsaken, nor his seed begging bread. 


3) ...a friends house for dinner. She was asked to say the blessing. 
The little girl cleared her throat, looked at her wristwatch and 
said, "This food, friends, is coming to you through the courtesy 
of Almighty God." That is exactly right and he deserves our 
praise for it! 


1) ...to God on behalf of the rich blessings he has provided. 


2) 1 Peter 2:9 But ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, 
an holy nation, a peculiar people; that ye should shew forth the 
praises of him who hath called you out of darkness into his 
marvellous light: The words "shew forth" describe an 
advertisement. We are to be a bill board for Jesus. We are to be 
an advertisement of Who He is and what He can do. Ruth was 
such a bill-board! Also Naomi asked "Where" but Ruth told her 
"Who." When the world askes us how (how do we have such 
peace, joy, contentment, love) we tell them not how, we tell 
them who! 


3) ..."Our blessings are a loan from God to be shared with others. 
All the barley we have reaped is not to be stored in barns but 
shared with others." 
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1) 2 Corinthians 1:3-6 Blessed be God, even the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Father of mercies, and the God of all comfort; 
Who comforteth us in all our tribulation, that we may be able to 
comfort them which are in any trouble, by the comfort 
wherewith we ourselves are comforted of God. For as the 
sufferings of Christ abound in us, so our consolation also 
aboundeth by Christ. And whether we be afflicted, it is for your 
consolation and salvation, which is effectual in the enduring of 
the same sufferings which we also suffer: or whether we be 
comforted, it is for your consolation and salvation. 

2) God can use you in the lives of others to instruct them on God's 
ability. 


3) Matthew 5:16 Let your light so shine before men, that they may 
see your good works, and glorify your Father which is in heaven. 


4) ...God blessing and working in your life may be just what will 
cause a heart that has been barren and lifeless to turn to God 
and give Him the praise that He deserves.
